THE PHYSICAL FEATURES 0. 


THE TRANSVAAL, 
— ot 
We have already dente with the histary of 
the Boers and their’ cliitacter, as well as with 
the events of the last war with Great Britain, 
Some account of the physical features of the 
country may‘ now prove interesting, “The 
Transvaal (that is, the country beyond the Vaal 
riverto which the Bc emigrated afer their 
difference with the British Government) forms: 
-a compact inland territory about as broad as it 
is long, not more than’ 45 or 50 miles from the 
Indian Ocean. at Delagoa Bay, but otherwise 
lying completely within the outer rim of the 
vast South African tableland, Its extreme 
length is some Soo miles and its extreme width 
about gooiniles. ‘No accurate surveys are 
available, but the total area has been variously 
computed at from 110,000 to 120,000 miles, or 
about double the extent of England proper. 
The mean altitude of the territory above the 
sea excceds 3,000 feet, so no! banding that 
-that it Jigs between 22° 15' 
is to say, about the same latitude as Eormo: 
in the northem hemisphere—the Transvaal 
enjoys on the wholé a healthy, invigorating 
‘climate, well suited (o the European constitu- 
tion,” In some of the-Jow-lying districts, it is

‘magnificent rivers, and is well watered gener- 
ally, being peculiarly ‘suited for grazing or 
agricultual purposes. Bush, mos: 
thom thickets und. creepers, cover extensive 
tracts on the northern and southern plains, and 
the Wakkerstroom and Utrecht 
towards Natal are ‘well wooded. - But else- 
where the: characteristic features are griass+ 
lands, dawns, hill, slopes, flats, even many 
parts of the higher uplanils being covered 
with savannahs, generally affording good 
pastumge and fodder for catle, The 
Boers and other agricultural settlers have 
hitherto occupied themsclves chiefly with the 
breeding of sheep, cattle and horses, but there 
can be no doubt, according to the best au- 
thorities, that much of the country is eminently 
adapted to: the cultivation of cereals, being 
capable of yielding two annual crops and pro- 
ducing sonie of the finest wheat in the world. 
The forest growths are confined chieily to the 
deep kloofs or gorges of the mountain ranges, 
and these gorges will be of very great value to 
the Boers ‘when the advance of the British into 
Transvaal territoryonce commences, for parties 
will doubtless retreat within‘ their fastnesses 
and make raids on the invaders as opportunity 
offers, The abundance of grasses and herbs in 
such a territory as the Transvaal naturally led 
to an abundance of herbivorous animals, and 
this again to a prolific carnivora, By the early 
settlers the ‘Prinsvaal was described as the 
paradise of hunters,” as manyias two handred 
lions being, itis said, killed by the Boers, in their 
great “trek in 1835-37, between the Orange 
and Vaal rivers. Besides the Hon, there is the 
leopard, rhinoceros, 
quagga, many varieties of antelope, and the 
ostrich, while the large rivers are frequented by 
the hippopotamus and the crocodile. However, 
the larger game is gradually cisappearing as 
the country is: becoming settled, But itis the 


extraordinary mineral wealth of the Transvaal, 


that has attracted most attention,, and, ‘indeed, 
vis ino small measure responsible for he pre- 
sentuvar, for Had it net been for the discovery 
of gold and diamonds, there would have been 
few Uitlanders in: the ‘Transvaal demanding 


the franchise. Moreover, besides the pold and 4 


the diamonds, there is much iron in the terri- 
tory, together with copper, lead, cobalt, sulphur, 
sallpetre and coal, this last, with gold, copper 
and iron, being: probably the most abundant 
and widely distributed. Altogether it will be 
seen that the Transvaal isa country of wonder: 
ful resources, which only wait to be developed 
tinder a liberal and progressive government for 
the territory to, take perhaps the leading place 
in South Africa.—-Node Chronicle. .

TALES OF HHS DECKIT BATTLE, AND

On the fateful morn of Brunker’s Spruit (says 
aowriter in the SA James's Gaselfey a captain 
of horse and ltern of infantry rode out of 
Pretoria. ‘The captain was of the K.D.G.’s and 
the other “imilitary” individual was at that 
precise period of his combative career attached 
ta the KRRG—which mystic procession of 
initials, rendered into the understanding of the 
world at large, mess, the King’s Dragoon, 
Guards, and the King’s ‘Royal Rifle Corps. 
The object of our pilgrimage was to augment 
the resources of the re-mount department, and 
the gentle’ Boer was notat the moment con- 
sumed with a burning desire to part with his 
surplus horseflesh to the “Rooi:Radjes” or 
Red-Coats, as the Transvaalers called us then. 
Refused hospitality on a very transparent ex+ 
cise (hat night at a farmhouse, we were, “with 
suspicious persistence, urged to present oursel- 
ves at another, amhour's further nde on the road, 
We, however, oft-saddled, and spent our night 
on the open veldt, which, though nat strictly 
comfortable, was, on the whole, preferable to the 
chance of being murdered by the halt-drunken 
and, fienatic Dop who that 
had concentrated at the identical farmhouse 
to which, we had been sa thoughtfully directed. 
That very night the fiery cross of insurrection 
had yone forth, and our kindly informants no 
doubt considered that such a chance of polish 
ing off two British officers was not one tobe 
thrown away, i 

They were nol good souls, quite up, to the 
job themselves, and so it was suggested that 
we might “call next door,” where our enter: 
tainment would not impossibly have assumed a 
game hardly recognised in the ethics of hospi- 
tality. I have decended to this: morsel of 
personal detail because it ilu-trated from my 
own knowledge that detestable quality which 
bulks so largely in the Boer character-——" selm," 
artful, cunning, as they describe it when speak- 
ing of themselves ; treachery, it, might with 
more justice be written down by people whose 
conceptions of fair play are otherwise than 
those of the average Dutch Transvaaler. Some- 
times this peculiar side of the Boer character 
has been resporisible for results more humorous 
than tragic. ‘Take, for instance, an episode of 
the Potchefstroom si¢ge, as narrated to me the 
other day, coming home from the Cape, by 
Mrs, Percy Soult, one of the ladies who con- 
trived to survive through the vicissitudes of a 
three-months-long investment jn a terribly 
over-crowded mud fort.
